The 
House has requested $700 million 
for public land acquisition (Ad¬ 
ministration only requested $160 
million in its budget). The fund 
takes in $900 million from off 
shore oil drilling. 

Mountain bikers have been 
part of this coalition from the 
beginning. We have made a real 
contribution to the effort and this 
is appreciated by the other groups. 
This is not only good for our 
public lands and recreational 
opportunities, it is good for our 


legitimacy as a partner with other 
environmental, recreational and 
neighborhood preservation 
groups.

Dear Senator/Representative__: 

(YOUR ORGANIZATION NAME) would like to thank you and your peers in the (SENATE/HOUSE OF 
REPRESENTATIVES) for making open space and outdoor recreation a high priority for the 105th Congress. 

We are also heartened by reports that appropriations of $700 million are to be added to President Clinton’s 
request of $166 million from the Land and Water Conservation Fund. This is a strong and outstanding step 
toward full appropriation of the $900 million LWCF, and toward reversing the record of Congressional 
misappropriation. 

Please make sure that the language in the budget agreement insures funding “at” the $866 million level. 


not “up to.” 

Also, please insure that there is specific language to assure an adequate level of funding for stateside 
projects. Without this assurance, communities in your district will have a difficult time meeting the increas¬ 
ing demand for parks and outdoor recreation. 

We direct your attention to the list of priority LWCF projects for FY 1998. The list is supported by 
Americans for Our Heritage and Recreation (AHR), a national coali¬ 
tion of over 150 conservation and recreation organizations, urban 
advocates, businesses, and public land managers. We strongly urge 
you to ensure that Congress adequately funds the AHR list of federal 
and state projects this year.

New Trails at Brighton Recreation 
Area 

Ok, here it is: A map of the 
new Brighton Trail. Two new 
trails are open for riding this fall: 
The Tom Shirt Trail and the 
Murray Lake Trail. 

Torn Shirt Trail: 5.1 miles 
A Slow, steep, narrow up-hill 
and downhill ride with tight turns. 
A most advanced ride indeed, 
similar to Highland Recreation 
Area. 

Murray Lake TVail: 3 miles 

This is an intermediate level 
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trail with moderate elevation 
changes and a few good dips for 
fun! This trail is not yet complete 
at this writing and will be 7-9 
miles when finished. Please note 
that the Murray Lake Trail is a 
two-way traffic trail from Bishop 
Lake Rd. to the Reed Lake Access 
road. The one way counter 
clockwise loop starts from there 
and also ends on the Reed Lake 
Access. 

We will continue to add 
mileage to the Murray Lake Loop. 
After that, a beginner level trail 
will be cut in the vicinity of 
Appleton Lake and Cunningham 
Lake Rd. The overall plan is to 
have 3 loops of 3 different levels. 
The “old” Brighton 2-mile and 5- 
mile loops, the Penosha and 
Kachin, will not be closed to 
biking until the completion of the 
Murray Lake Trail. 


Thanks go out to Poto and 
Southeast Chapter Volunteers for 
coming out to cut the trail. A 
special thanks go to Tim Blondeel 
of Brighton Recreation Area and 
especially Chris Hescheles and 
Shane for laying out this excellent 
trail.

Brighton Recreation Area is 
southwest of the 1-96 & M23 
interchange (810-229-6566). 
Heading west exit 147, make a 
right onto Spencer Rd. Spencer 
turns into Main, which turns in 
Brighton Rd. Take Brighton Rd. 6 
miles and turn left onto Chilson. 
Take Chilson 1 1/4 miles and turn 
left onto Bishop Lake Rd. Drive 1 
mile and turn right into the 
parking lot.

I am writing on behalf of the 1,400 members of the Michigan 
Mountain Biking Association (MMBA) regarding the proposed sale 
of part of Sections 29 and 30 lying North of Doyle Road, TIN, R4E, 
Livingston County. These sections, lying in the northern tip of the 
Pinckney Recreation Area, contain a portion of the very old and 
heavily trafficked Potawatomi Multi-Use Trail. At peak season, 
weekend traffic on this trail numbers well into the hundreds and 
includes such diverse user groups as mountain bikers, hikers, boy 
scouts, and trail runners. This sale, as it is currently proposed, stands 
to eliminate a significant section of the Potawatomi Trail and will 
potentially have negative consequences for all trail users. 

The MMBA realizes that the sale of this property has been “in- 
process” for some time now and has been monitoring negotiations. 
While the MMBA does not find the sale of the property to the 
University of Michigan for the expansion of its biological research 
station objectionable in and of itself, what our organization finds 
disturbing is the fact that Potawatomi user groups do not stand to be 
compensated for this loss. As we understand it, the proceeds from 
the sale of this land will go to the MDNR Real Estate Division and 
will not be “earmarked” for use at the Pinckney Recreation Area. 

This is wrong! This sale is taking away recreational resources from 
the most densely populated area in the state. Sale proceeds should be 
set aside to assist in compensating Pinckney Recreation Area trail 
users for this loss. 

This compensation could come in a variety of ways, but, will 
only be just if the multi-use trail which Pinckney Recreation Area is 
losing is replaced with comparable trail within the Area. To accom¬ 
plish this, proceeds could be set aside from the sale to build addi¬ 
tional trail which has been discussed with the Area Manager. An¬ 
other alternative would be to purchase a portion of the University of 
Michigan’s Stinchfield Woods Observatory Area - an option which 
has been discussed in the past. 

The MMBA has numerous ideas regarding how all user groups 
at Pinckney Recreation Area could benefit from any compensatory 
proceeds resulting from this sale. To this extent, we wish to work 
with both the MDNR and other user groups to arrive at an agreement 
which will work for all of Pinckney Recreation Area’s user groups. 

The MMBA is maintaining a positive outlook regarding this 
potential loss of land, and is optimistic that the Natural Resources 
Commission will make a fair and just decision which will not neglect 
the interests of thousands of southeastern Michigan recreational trail 
users.

August 13, 1997 was a very 
big night for the MMBA, as 
Dwain Abramowski, myself, and 
Poto Chapter President Emil Sims 
were in downtown Detroit 
speaking to the Natural Resources 
Commission at their monthly 
meeting regarding the proposed 
land exchange between Pinckney 
Recreation Area and the 
University of Michigan. 

I believe the meeting was 
productive on a number of levels. 
First and foremost, we got the 
transaction postponed until the 
September NRC meeting. As a 
result of our presentation, a 
number of the commissioners 
raised concerns regarding the sale. 
The commissioners raised 
questions pertaining to why the 
DNR was selling lands in SE 
Michigan, when they have had an 
“active policy” in recent years to 
acquire lands in this area. The 
commissioners also brought up 
the fact that the DNR staff 
orchestrating this deal may have 
thought of accommodating 
hunters, however, the large 
mountain bike user group may 
have been neglected somewhat in 
the decision making process. 

The result? DNR Director 
K.L. Cool himself directed senior 
staff at the DNR to work with the 
MMBA as a “partner” on this 
issue in order to ensure that the 
needs of mountain bikers are met. 
Furthermore, he gave assurances 
that the mountain bikers would 
lose no length of trail, and, stated 
that we could potentially gain 
from this deal.

What does this mean for the 
MMBA and Pinckney Recreation 
Area users? We will be sitting 
down with the State DNR people, 
as well as, the University of 
Michigan to ensure that our needs 
are met. We will be pushing, and 
I believe have an excellent chance 
at getting, & funding the newly 
planned Bruin Lake Loop, as well 
as, a short connector trail below 
Doyle Road. Some MMBA 
members have expressed to me 
that the MMBA should oppose 
this sale outright, saying that we 
should never condone the loss of 
public recreation space in SE 
Michigan. Although this 
argument has significant merit, it 
is my belief that in this instance, 
minds have been made up that this 
exchange will happen. As such, 
since the MMBA appears to have 
little chance of stopping the sale 
outright, we must take the tack 
that ultimately will best protect 
our interests. 1 believe this tack to 
be to work with the DNR and the 
University, to ensure that we come 
out of this deal with even “better” 
trail than we are giving up. 

On a broader level, I believe 
that the MMBA made some 
serious progress yesterday in 
getting both exposure and 
recognition for our organization 
and the needs of Michigan 
mountain bikers in general. I 
believe that the Commissioners, 
the Director, and other advocates/ 
lobbyists in attendance were truly 
impressed with the MMBA and its 
efforts. 

Please feel free to e-mail me 
with any questions, comments, or 
concerns regarding our effort here 
(Xer68@aol.com). We will be 
working hard to ensure that this 
situation is turned into a “win” for 
mountain bikers. 

A few other points to think 
about.... 

First and foremost. I’d like to 


say that even though we are 
“working” with the DNR as a 
“partner” to develop a plan to 
protect our trail interests; we will 
still go on record as being 
opposed to this exchange in its 
current form. We will support the 
MUCC (the primary advocacy 
voice for Michigan hunters/ 
outdoorsmen/women) stance that 
any net loss of public lands in SE 
lower Michigan is not acceptable 
(stated at the September meeting). 
Although we may “win the fight” 
to block this exchange (our 
primary goal), we have to have a 
“Plan B” to ensure that mountain 
bikers don’t totally lose out if the 
exchange goes through.

Also known as the Altus, Acera and Alivio in the date range of mid 
summer 1995 on. Don’t look at the LX derailleur in the back and 
think you have an LX equipped bike. Components get mixed and 
matched regularly. Many people don’t know what model year bike 
they’re riding. If there is any doubt in your mind don’t mess around. 
Get to a shop and have it replaced. It will be done at no cost to you. 
If the shop you’re in down plays this problem or refuses assistance 
you’re in the wrong shop. This is not a Schwinn thing or a Trek 
thing or Huffy thing it affects almost every brand you’ve ever heard 
of as well as many you’ve never heard of. Many of your kids are on 
these cranks get them fixed NOW. If you need more info call

Nature consists of plants, 
minerals and animals. We talked 
about birds a little bit last time 
and birds are animals, so this 
nature article is for the birds. 

Birds are one of the animals 
that are easily noticed all year 
around, in all parts of our state. 
Birds live in the city, suburbs, 
rural areas, woods and can be 
found on the telephone line over 
your head. The birds in the 
Pontiac Lake Recreation Area 
come in a variety of colors 
especially during the summer. 
Cardinals, Red Polls and Scarlet 
Tanagers offer the reds. Bluebirds 
and Indigo Buntings offer the 
blues, Yellow Warblers and 
Yellow Shafted Flickers cover the 
yellow part of the color spectrum 
and Hummingbirds offer a bril¬ 
liant emerald green and red 
splash. All of these birds make for 
a confetti type of woodland 
experience. 

Mother-nature, as mentioned 
in another article, is not exactly 
overtly benevolent in many ways 
and this applies to “bird-dom” too. 
The Bluebirds are a prime ex¬ 
ample. House Wrens and House 
Sparrows will take the eggs, or 
peck holes in the Bluebirds eggs. 
House Sparrows will also peck the 
eyes and head feathers out of a 
nesting blue bird, killing it, as 
well as mutilating the young 
chicks when the nest is found 
unattended. Other examples are, 
Crows and Redwing Blackbirds. 
The Crows will go through a tree, 


branch by branch looking for eggs 
or chicks to feed to their young. 
The Redwing Blackbirds have 
been noticed carrying embryos 
from eggs to feed their young. 

One summer a Redwing Blackbird 
was seen on the feeder, it dropped 
down on top of a Sparrow, pecked 
it to death and then flew off. This 
probably makes up for the spar¬ 
row picking on the Bluebirds. 

The park’s beach area is also a 
part of nature’s plan. A few 
sunbathers were startled recently 
when they saw some baby Mal¬ 
lard ducks with their mother swim 
by a Swan. The Swan just reached 
over and ate the ducklings. On 
another occasion a mother Kill- 
deer took her chicks to the waters 
edge when some Gulls swooped 
down and ate the chicks. In both 
cases the public wanted us to do 
something about it. 


Another case was on the pond 
behind the park headquarters, two 
families of Geese were raised 
there. Fox or whatever, eventually 
killed both parents of the one 
family. The park employees were 
not too concerned as we thought 
that the other family would adopt 
them. It is not as if birds have to 
nurse, and the family size is not 
limited by the number of nipples. 
Much to our surprise when the 
orphaned goslings swam over to 
the family for support and safety, 
they discovered that it was more 
of a “nuclear-family unit” as in 
atomic bomb nuclear. The adults 
grabbed the foreign gosling by the 
head and shook them till they 
died. 

The term is often heard “it’s a 
dog eat dog world out there,” now 
perhaps it could also be called a 
“bird eat bird world...” Of course

One of Mother Nature's Helper. Thomas Hooker 
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Trail Maintenance - 
Another Way

Traditionally, trail mainte¬ 
nance has been performed 
during organized group outings, 
usually under the organiza¬ 
tional structure of a chapter. 

For many purposes, such as 
trail reconstruction, gravel 
placement, water-bar or other 
surface material installation, 
these organized events are 
necessary in order to get 
enough people together to 
effectively accomplish these 
major projects. However, when 
it comes to clearing overhang¬ 
ing brush and limbs that con¬ 
stantly grow into the trail, these 
large groups are not really 
necessary. 

I propose that each and 
everyone one of us take on the 
responsibility of brush clearing 
as a normal part of riding the 
trails. Taking along a small 
folding saw or hand pruning 
clippers on each ride to occa¬ 
sionally trim back especially 
annoying limbs from time to 
time along the trail as you ride 
will go along way to keep the 
trail clear. This method would 
also be helpful after storms 
when there are always new 
limbs blocking the trail. I carry 
a small folding saw in my 
jersey pocket for convenient 
access. Taking rest breaks at 
limb cutting locations will 
accomplish two things at one 
time. I don’t propose that each 
rider cut off every overhanging 
limb along the trail, but if 
everyone did a few, the trail 


would be constantly cleared of 
brush. And this could be done 
without the need to organize a 
group event, which as we all 
know take a lot of planning and 
can’t always be attended by 
everyone. We all ride the trails 
anyway. So why don’t we do a 
little maintenance along the 
way? For those of you who 
don’t stop during the ride, you 
could always go back after your 
ride and take a few minutes to 
trim out a few branches. 

One word about cutting 

limbs and stems.Since 

bushes and trees grow rapidly 
in Michigan, rather than just 
cutting back the individual stem 
of a bush or tree limb at the 
edge of the trail, consider 
cutting off the entire stem at 
the ground and limb at the tree 
trunk. This will reduce the 
need for repeated cutting 
throughout the season or in 
some cases even annual cutting. 
Especially for trees, cutting off 
the entire limb will eliminate 
the dangerous stub which 
projects out from the trunk, 
which could eventually injure a 
rider. 

For those of you who are 
interested in folding saws, I 
have found the 7 inch blade on 
my Corona folding saw can 
effectively and quickly cut 
through up to 5" diameter limbs 
in minutes. They have an 
unbelievable cutting edge. 
These “tri-edge” saws are 
professional saws usually not 
found in garden stores, since 
they cost more (around $18) 
than the “consumer” folding 
saw. But they should be avail¬ 


able at Lesco Corp. throughout 
Michigan. Right now for a 
limited time while supplies last, 
they have the Corona saw on 
sale for $12.00. If they exhaust 
their supplies of the Corona, 
they also have an equally good 
Wolf Garten 7" folding saw for 
$17.00. Lesco branches are in 
Troy 689-5005, Livonia 458- 
4770, Grand Rapids 956- 
8073,Grand Blanc 694-9100, 
Taylor 955-2424, Clinton Twp 
(Detroit) 792-6180, Lansing 
272-9710 or Ypsilanti 487- 
5559. If you are not close to 
one of these stores, they will 
mail order or try a local arborist 
supply store in your area. 
(MMBA and the author have no 
financial connection to Lesco 
Corp.) 

One last word about folding 
saws. They are intended to cut 
only on the PULL stoke. At¬ 
tempting to cut on the PUSH 
stoke will snap the blade. 
However, since these blades are 
so efficient, you only need to 
cut in one direction. Enjoy 
your ride and cut a few limbs 
for me, especially the high 
ones..

Above the Bridge:

Over the course of June and July 
trips were made to the Upper Penin¬ 
sula to establish the ground work for 
meeting the needs of those who ride 
in Michigan’s “other” (and some 
would say best) peninsula. 

Our U.P. contact person is Dave 
Ollila, publisher of U.P. Mountain 
Biking. My first meeting with Dave 
was at the Kewanaw Chaindrive in 
Houghton -in June - during a blinding 
rainstorm. The rain blew in sideways 
from somewhere off the great plains 
to the west. “This isn’t too bad...” 
Dave said, as a pop-up tent blew over 
a racer’s head as he grunted for the 
finishline during our first meeting at 
the race. “There’s usually a bit of 
snow mixed in with the rain this time 
in June.” As I talked to Dave I 
noticed the racer got to the finishline 
and he either fell over, or the wind 
blew him over. Then it actually 
started to blow and rain even harder. I 
feared that many riders fell over long 
before they reached the finishline.

After getting the word out we 
met again in July in Marquette. The 
weather was sunny and bright if you 
can believe it.

I could only stop in for the meeting 
that night and had to get back 
downstate for another meeting, it was 
going to be like that for the rest of the 
summer.

With the help if the Interna¬ 
tional Mountain Biking Associa¬ 
tion (IMBA) and the Subaru 
Corporation of America, the.level 
of involvement in forest related 
activities of the Michigan Moun¬ 
tain Biking Association around the 
state has been maintained-and 
increased for another year.
